will last is not easy to predict.

strikers are simply refusing to work, but 
not interfering with those, who take their 
places. 


London Police Troubles. 


LOVDOX, July H.—Two of the dissatisfied 


policemen have been sentenced to four- 
teen days' imprisonment for having

duties. The men are already weakening 
and, unorganized as they are, a general 
strike is not, likely to occur, but isolated 
disturbances are anticipated before mat- 
ters return to their normnl condition. The 
dismissed constables are petitioning the 
authorities to condone their ollenses and 
reinstate them in their lost positions. The 
entire metropolitan force in either on duty 
or prepared to report for duty, noue of the 
men having struck.

Tim judge holds 
hla office for life. He may be r»moved for 
bed conduct in oflice, but remember the 
people have nothing to do with the trial of 
even that question. It would probably be 
tried by the U. S. Senate, another bjdy th. t 
does not goto the people for authority foi 
its existence; and a large political party 
gays that it shall never be exposed to the 
assaults of the people. The Senate stands 
in much closer relation to the head of the 
administration than it does to the people. 
So In effect the judges who are to put su- 
psrvisors over us are called mpoa to please 
only the administration. We mignt sug 
foul one style of man for the appointment 
oulyte discover that the dominant pow- 
ers are looking for quite different material- 
la such a case the judges may be expecled 
to go with those to whom they owe their 
elevation and whom they must please 
If oder this arrangement what is to prevent 
an administration perpetuating itself?
